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EDITOR OFTHE WEEK 


Mr. William Blakemore Passed 
Away at Early Hour 
Yesterday 

WAS WIDELY KNOWN 
, AS KEEN IMPERIALIST 

An Eloquent and Forceful 
Speaker and Recognized 
Mining Authority 


1 s 41 m death yesterday morning at 
an early hour of WlllUm Blakemore. 
Victoria losea one of her most prom¬ 
inent citissos and a naan who has 
played an Important part In th# public 
life of the city for edme years past. 
Although he had not been In the most 
robust health for several months there 
were no premonitory symptoms of the 
fatal selxure which look place shortly 
after his return from town on Satur¬ 
day night, and from which h* did not 
rally, death occur!ng shortly befors ft 
o'clock on Sunday morning. 

As editor for the last ten years of 
The Week, vice-president of the Vic¬ 
toria and Esquimau Navy League, 
president of the Conservative Associ¬ 
ation. a member of the Board of Trade, 
etc., he was generally recognised and 
widely-knoxMp as a prominent man of 
affairs whe^tnok an unusually active 
interest in public- questions both polit¬ 
ical and social. His death la a dls-

THE LATE WILLIAM BLAKEMORE 


ttnet loss to a community In which 
he has occupied' no small place and 
which has known him as a fearless 
and forceful speaker and writer on 
matter* of public moment. 

The late Mr. Plak#*mor« was tern at 
Wolverhampton. England, and would 
have attained his sixty-third year had 
he live# until March 28. He was the 
son of William Blakemore. formerly of 
the Wlhlen Iron . Works. Htourport, 
Worcestershire, who moved to Wolver¬ 
hampton In th* early ’fifties In order 
to tie nearer the centre of the Iron an# 
steel Industry. The son was educated* 
for the mining profession, first attend¬ 
ing the Wolverhampton Grammar 
Hchoot and later attending the Insti¬ 
tute of Mining Engineers at Wolver¬ 
hampton. He gras a Green wall Gold 
Medallist, tills being considered one of 
the highest honors In the mining pro¬ 
fession. 

From 1874 to 1898 he followed his 
chosen profession in England. Just 
prior to coming to Canada having been 
tdt several years with Cardiff Rails. 
Fur some time he was consulting en¬ 
gineer of the Ratepayers* Association. 
Birmingham, and was the first presi¬ 
dent of the National Association ef 
Colliery Managers In Kngland In ISM. 

Mr Blakemore cams to Canada In 
lifts, his first experience in hla pro¬ 
fession on this side of the Atlantic ha¬ 
ling ** mining engineer with the Do¬ 
minion Coal Co-. Caps Breton. On sev¬ 
ering his associations with the com¬ 
pany he was presented with a very 
hand mo me silver service. Huhasquent- 
ly he cun# w*et end. still pursuing 
his profession, associated hlnwlf In 
IfttT with the Crow*# Nest Pass Coal 
Company, with which be remained for 
three or four years. In l»H he accept • 
ed a position as consulting tninlng on - 


gtneer to the C. P. R.. on leaving the 
Crow * Nest Company being presented 
with an address and tcetlmorflal of ap¬ 
preciation by the employees. In his 
professional capacity Iks proved h«m- 
salf an able man and an interested 
worker, and even after leaving the ac¬ 
tive pursuit of mining lost nothing of 
his Interest In the subject which he 
studied with particular reference to 
the rreat developmental opj-ortunities 
In this Province—with keen insight 
bring regarded by mining men as one 
of the authorities on the subject In 
Hrlt is bP Columbia. 

Hls first venture Into newspaper 
work was as editor of the Nelson Tri¬ 
bune. which he took over in 1904 Ho 
ran that for a year or so In 1967 he 
removed to Victoria, purchasing from 
the previous 'owner, Mr Finch. The 
Week, which he continued to edit right 
up to the lime of hls death 

In many way# the years which he 
spent In this city were among the most 
active In his career. A man of keen 
Imperialistic sympathies he threw him¬ 
self actively Into the work of promoting 
ll*e interests of the Federated Navy 
fg a g ua o f - Brt tU h Columb ia , of which 
he was secretary. He was vice-presi¬ 
dent of the Victoria and Esquimau 
Navy League, and for yean* pest had 
been one of tbs regular speakers at tbs 
Trafalgar Day celebrations annually. 
The Rest steps In the formation of an 
Overseas Club were taken by him. and 
he used hla Influence as president Of 
lh# local braach to promote the In¬ 
terests of this organisation, and within 
the last few months he had spoken 
publicly on behalf pf the British Pall¬ 
ors* Relief Fuad 

Other offices which he held Included 
that of chairman of the Mining Com¬ 
mittee of the B-tanl of Trade, member 
of the Royal Doukhobor commission 
which brought In a valuable report In 
1912. and member of the Canadian In¬ 
stitute of Mining Engineers. Although 
he had been president of the Conserva¬ 
tive Association and always took an 
active part In the discussion of politi¬ 
cal Issues, he never at any time held 
any office with the government aside 
from that already mentioned as Royal 
Doukhobor commissioner Westward 
Ho. a tnagaslne which was hi exist¬ 
ence some years ago, was taken over 
by Mr. Blakemore and operated by 
him for about a 'year, and a second 
newspaper. The Week End. started up 
by the lat* Mr Frits Churchill some ( 
five or six year* ago. was also taken 
over by Mr Blakemore and amalga¬ 
mated with The Week 

Lb bis younger day* Mr. Blakemore 
was an ardent cricketer, and right to I 
the last retained his Interest in • the j 
sport, being honorary president of the 1 
Cricket Club. All branches of sport 
found In him a staunch supporter, end 
one of his special ambitions was to 
have established a public swimming 
bath In Victoria He was a regular J 
patron of the Victoria Tennis Club 
tournament*, and In pre-war days was 
a keen follower of football events. He 
attended the boxing match at the Prin¬ 
cess Theatre on Haturduy night, very 
shortly after returning from which he 
was seised with the Illness to which he 
auccuml»ed so soon afterwards 

Had the war not Interfered with the 
Jubilee Hospital building operations It 
la not unlikely that Mr, Blakemore’* 
name would have been associated with 
the new structure, as f>*r some years h- 
was Government representative on the 
Board of Directin’* and Chairman of 
the House t^ommitte*. Through the 
medium of hls paper he had Just with¬ 
in the last week or two advocated the 
extension of the hospital in the Imme¬ 
diate future for the puri»ose of provid¬ 
ing more efficient accommodation for 
the treatment of the invalided returned 
soldiers.' — *- L *. 

Mr. Blakemore was one of the past- 
presldents of the Parliamentary Press 
Gallery here, and was among the news¬ 
papermen present at the opening of the 
House on Thursday last. 

'Mr. Blakemore lived for the past year 
at Hampton Court Besides hls widow 
be is survived by six children end a 
step-son The children are Percy 
Blakemore, formerly connected with 
hi* father In the Dominion Coal Com¬ 
pany and the Crow’s Nest Coal Com¬ 
pany. and now doing special engineer¬ 
ing work with the Imperial Army at the 
front: Muriel (Mr*.
